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Troops Survive Seige 
Marines Hold Off Enemy Guns 
In 7 2 -Hour Jungle Nightmare 


EDITOR S NOTE — For three 
da\s and nights, two companies 
of U.S. Marines were cut off by 
North Vietnamese regulars on a 
hill just south of the demilitar­ 
ized zone. Associated Press pho­ 
tographer Henri Huet reached 
them with a Marine rescue bat­ 
talion.

The anxious call came from 
1st Lt. Daniel McMahon, com­ 
mander of 
D Company. 
4th 
Marine Regiment. He and his 
men were pinned down and en­ 
circled on a low, jungle-covered 
hill three miles south of the 
demilitarized 
zone 
separating 
North and South Viet Nam. 
McMahon’s 
battalion 
com -! 
mander. Lt. Col. Jack (Black 
Jack) Westerman replied from 
a tank on a hilltop less than a 
mile away: 
“Dan. move very, very' slow­ 
ly. Try to find out exactly where 
the fire is coming from and put! 


all your firepower in there.’’ 
“That’s 
exactly 
what 
I’m 
doing, sir,’’ said McMahon, “but 
the jungle is so thick it’s impos- 
! sible to see where they are. We 
are 
receiving 
fire 
from 
all 
j sides.” 
All around McMahon and the 
men of D Company were sol­ 
diers of the North Vietnamese 
324Ii Division. 
For 
McMahon, 
who 
comes 
from Oceanside, Ling Island. 
N Y., the encirclement last Fri­ 
day morning began a three-day.] 
nightmare of trying to get his 
wounded out and holding off the 
enemy. 
Tile North Vietnamese, using 
classic ambush tactics, had let 
D Company’s two lead platoons 
pass through a valley and then 
hit the third platoon. 
The third platoon, under with­ 
ering fire from nMichinc guns 
and small 
arms, took heavy] 
casualties but rn imaged to work I 
its way to the top of the hill to 
join the other two platoons. 
Westerman. 
the 
battalion 
commander 
from 
Bremerton, 
Wash., set up his forward obser­ 
vation post on a nearby hilltop 
and from a tank kept radio con­ 
tact with his company com­ 
manders. 
Westerman ordered B Compa­ 


ny. which had been close behind 
D Company, to join McMahon’s 
encircled men. hack out a heli­ 
copter landing zone and evacu­ 
ate the wounded. 
But helicopters couldn't get in 
for the next 24 hours. 
Friday night the enemy crept 
so close to McMahon's company 
| that the opposing infantrymen 
I threw hand grenades at each 
other from 30 feet. 
McMahon said he could hear 
the North Vietnamese talking 
and 
cutting down trees 
and 
bushes to set up machine-gun 
positions. 
Shortly after noon Saturday, a 
Marine helicopter tried to land 
to pick up wounded. It was hit 
by enemy fire and wrecked as it 
landed. The landing zone was so. 
small that the wreckage pre-; 
vented other helicopters from 
landing. 
McMahon’s men pushed the 
damaged chopper to the side 
and other helicopters began to 
get in. 
For some unknown reason, J 
the North Vietnamese opened 
fire on some of the helicopters j 
but let others land 
It kept up like this all day Sat­ 
urday,

Marine planes and artillery 
were giving the North Vietnain­ 


i' esc a bad time also. The Com­ 
munists kept moving around in 
the valleys but still surrounded 
the hill. 
Once on Saturday they spotted 
Westerman’s tank and unloaded 
six mortar rounds at his ar­ 
mored observation post. 
They missed. 
Wcsterman’s tank fired back 
at the Communist mortar posi­ 
tions on a distant ridge line. The 
Reds returned the fire with au­ 
tomatic weapons and this kept 
up — without much effect on 
either side —for 15 minutes. 
The North Vietnamese also 
fired mortars at the Marine bat­ 
talion command post not far 
away on a craggy hill called 
“The Rockpile,” which domi­ 
nated five Communist-infiltrat­ 
ed valleys around it. 
The shelling of The Rockpile j 
cost the Marines some casual­ 
ties but only a few were serious­ 
ly wounded. 
During the three-day 
siege, 
Westerman spent the nights on 
The Rockpile command post and 
the days in his tank hilltop ob­ 
servation post. Toward nightfall 
Saturday a helicopter flew' in to 
take him back to The Rockpile. 
The North Vietnamese opened 


up 
again 
with 
mortars 
and 
Westerman got a small shrapnel 
wound in one hand. 
The 2nd Battalion of the 7th 
Marine Regiment came up Sat­ 
urday as reinforcements from 
I Cam Lo. They moved on foot to I 
a valley near the hill where B ; 
and D companies were still cu t1 
off. 
The rescue battalion moved 


I out through heavy jungle Sun- 
, day morning. There was no con- 
[ tact during the day, and every- 
! one thought the North Vietnam­ 
ese were pulling out. 
The welcome lull gave the 
Marines on the hill time to bring j 
in 
ammunition, 
supplies 
and 
food by helicopters and fly ou t, 
their dead and wounded. 
Throughout Sunday there was | 
no small-arms firing on 
the 
ground. But the Marines kept up 
artillery shelling and air strikes 
against the North Vietnamese 
positions. Perhaps this caused 
the Communists to move out. 
When the lead units of the res- ] 
cue 
battalion got within 
IOO; 
yards of the hill, they found the 
North Vietnamese had appar ] 
ently left the valley in a hurry. 
The Reds left behind mortar 
rounds, 
field 
packs, 
rice, 
Chinese made grenades and oth­ 
er equipment—but no weapons. 
The 2nd Battalion moved up 
the hill and linked up with the 
besieged B and D companies. A 
Marine helicopter was landing

The national work 
week averages 41 Vi hours, and 
German labor seeks the 40-hour 
week. However, Erhard is blunt­ 
ly telling the ‘“hard-working” 
Germans, in speeches all over 
the country, that they have gone 
soft and lazy, and that, far from 
cutting the work week, they 
must work longer. 
Erhard told the National Con­ 
gress of Craft Industries at Mu­ 
nich, “Wealth is nothing more 
than 
work. 
The 
government 
can’t legislate wealth. If you 
want a higher standard of liv­ 
ing, you must work harder. Less 
work 
means 
a 
lower 
living 
standard.” 
For a politician, this sounds 
like the rankest heresy. 
B u t 
Erhard, striking a “consensus” 
posture, proclaims 
himself 
a 
“volkskanaler”—people’s chan­ 
cellor, Not like his predecessor, 
a “Father in the Fatherland,” 
but a plain citizen who aspires 
to the best German virtues. 
By relying on spiritual mas­ 
saging instead of direct action, 
Erhard has narrowly escaped 
disaster on at least two occas­ 
ions. The first was in 1948, when 
he ended rationing without con- 
ulting his occupation superiors, j 
The 
fragile postwar German 
economy teetered on the brink 
for several months. But in the 
end Erhard’s exhortation car-1 
ried the day. 
| 
Similarly, at the time of the 
Korea war, in 1953, Erhard in­ 
sisted on exhortation instead of 
legislation. As inflation gather­ 
ed momentum, then Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer prepared to 
replace 
Erhard as 
economics 
minister. At the lith hour, how­ 
ever, the German economy sta­ 
bilized, and Erhard kept his 
job. 
Now, Erhard again is con­ 
fronted by rampaging inflation. 
And again 
he 
is massaging 
souls instead of ramming anti­ 
inflation legislation through the 
Bundestag. Labor and manage­ 
ment alike are pillorying him as 
hard, as always, is fighting back 
— with words, not deeds.
